French Physicians Say Operation 

Was Successful an@ Child Daily 
‘ Becomes More Intelligent. 
PARIS, Aug. 4.—The Lille cor- 
respondent of the Matin says that 
Drs. Rene Befort, a member of the 
Academy of Medicine, and Jean 
Piquet believe the grafting of thy- 
roid glands of criminals on back- 
ward children has proved success- 
ful. 

Some months ago these doctors 
conceived the idea of removing 
the thyroid gland from the leader 
of a dangerous gang of criminals 
as soon as he had been executed 
on the guillotine and grafting it on 
a little girl whose mental and phys- 
‘ical development was exceptional- 
ly deficient. Although at first the 
doctors were not quite satisfied 
with the result, they now assert 
that the operation can be consid- 
ered a success. 

The girl, ‘they say, is In excellent 
health, lively. and growing more 
intelligent daily. 

Other physicians who examined 
the child are said to have given 
the opinion that the gland has 
been completely assimilated 


NON-STOP FLIGHT PLANS 


t. S. Planes Bound for Hawaii to 
Leave San Francisco, Sept. 2. 
Special to the lost-Dispatch 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The 
non-stop flight between the Pacific 
coast and Hawali, to be made by 
navy fliers, will start from San 
Francisco Sept. or the first fa- 
vorable day after that date. There 
had bten a question whether the 
hop-off would be from San Diego 
or San Francisco. A definite deci- 
sion has been reached to start the 
flight from the Golden Gate. From 
San Francisco to Honolulu is ap- 
} proxinpately 2030 mileg. It is esti- 
mated the planes will be in the air 
about 26 hours. 

The pianes are schaduled to land 
first at Kahului, Island of Maui, 
and to fly thence to Honolulu. This 
will shorten the long hop by about 
370 miles, and at the same time 
have the planes fly without a stop 
from the mainland to Hawaii.

restrain state authorities from fur- 
ther prosecution of the case. 

A petition of Robert Wilson, a 
taxpayer, seeking to restrain State 


authorities from enforcement of 
the antievolution law, was not 
filed, pending the completion of 


amendments to be made to the 
plea. 

The Scopes& petition is based up- 
on the allegation that the law is 
unconstitutional. ‘It contends that 
the petitioner, John T-. Scopes, pre- 
pared himself for the teaching pro- 
fession, going to considerable ex- 
pense and effort to de so, and that 
the law of Tennessee impairs his 
usefulness as a teacher. 

While the move, Dr. Neal de- 
clared, has no connection with his 
previous appearance before Judge 
Gore at Cookeville prior to the 
Dayton trial, the petition is the 
same used in the appeal for Fed- 
eral interference. 

Under the law governing such 
procedure, a notice of the action 
must be given the Governor and 
the Attonney-General. Their an- 
swer would be required within five 
days, after which a date would be 
set for a hearing before three Fed- 
eral Judges, one of whom would be 
a Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court or a Circuit Judge and 
the other two would be either Cir- 
cuit or District Judges. ' 

To Confer With Judge. 

Judge Gore held in refusing to 
grant a temporary restraining or- 
der in the Cookeville hearing that 
any injunction he might grant 
while not within § the territorial 
limits of the district where the al- 
leged offense was\committeed and, 
where the State trial was sought, 
would be void.:: Filing of the peti- 
tion in Circuit Court at Chattanoo- 
ga brings it into the district em- 
bracing the territory where the al- 
leged offense was committed.

BIMINI ISLAND DOWN 
AND OUT, ITS LIQUOR 


STOCKS ALL GONE 


‘Praigesis Gloomy and Situa- 
tion Brings Hard Lines,’’ 


By the Associated Fress. 
NASSAU, Aug. 4.—Bimini Island, 


which rose to wealth and fame 
when prohibition in the United 
States caused it to become the 


bootleggers’ paradise, is down and 
out. The last case of the huge 
quantity of American rye whisky 
which was exported from Ameri- 
can shores to Bimini and placed in 
bond there has been withdrawn to 
find its way back to the United 
States via the rum row, and after 
years of plenty many Biminians 
face poverty. 

“I regret to put on record as 
the year closes that the prospects 
at Bimini are very gloomy indeed, 
and only a miracle can revive this 
port,” writes Commissioner W. T. 
Cleare of Bimini, in his report to 
the colonial Government. “For 
the past four years Bimini has 
been to the front owning to the 
fact that large quantities of liquor 
were bonded and disposed of at 
this port and that It was to some 
extent patronized by tourists. 

“The last case of whisky has 
been taken out of bond and the 
tourists do not come. The hotel 
has proved a white elephant and 
the port of North Bimini is prac- 
tically dead to all commerce or in- 
dustries. The glory of Bimini kas 
departed. As it was 25 years ago 
so it is today, and even worse along 
some lines. The people for the past 
five years have made easy dollars, 
and now that the situation has de- 
veloped when a dollar must be 
really worked for, it appears to 
some to be hagd lines.”

Naval Captain Discovers Land 150 Feet Be- 


low Surface—Chart Showed Depth 
of 15,500.

CORUNNA, Spain, Aug. 4.—An 
immense submarine tableland, only 
150°feet below sea level, h been 
discovered in the Bay of Biscay, 
125 miles east by northeast, of 
Cape Ortegal, by the French naval) 
transport Loiret. The Bay of Bis- 
cay is off the southwest coast of 
France. 
When passing over the spot, the 
captain was surprised to see a huge 


tidal wave approaching. Taking 
soundings he found bottom at 125 
to 150 feet, although the chart 
showed a depth of 15,500 feet. The 
tableland may have been thrown 
up by seismic disturbances, which 
would account for the recent tidal! 
waves on the Atlantic coast line of 
Europe. 

The observations in the Bay of 
Biscay were made.on May 23 when 
there was a tidal wave at Pen- 
march, Brittany. There was also 
an earthquake in Japan on that 
date. 


MOTHER TESTIFIES 
FOR RUSSELL SCOTT 


Takes Stand in Sanity Hearing 
in Which Life of Son 
Is at Stake. 


By the Associated Fress. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—Mrs. Rilla 


Scott of Bayvillage, O., mother of 
Russell Scott, took the witness 
stand today to testify in behalf of 
her son’ whose life is at stake, in 
in the sanity hearing before Superi- 
or Judge Joseph B. David. The 
hanging of Scott for murder of a 
drug clerk in a holdup has been 
stayed pending this hearing. 


Under the law excluding’  wit- 
nesses from court until they have 
testified, Judge David ordered all 
alienists from the court. Later 
the ruling was altered to permit 
one alienist from each side to re- 
main in court on condition that his 
testimony be confined to observa- 
tional conclusions, rather than 
hypothetical questions. 

Mrs. Scott said Fussell was her 
second child, born 81 years ago. A 
question as to the condition of her 
first child was withdrawn after an 
objection by the State. Judge Da- 
vid sustained an objection when 
the mother was asked to “describe 
the birth of Russell.” 

Defense attorneys said théy 
would connect the mother’s testi- 
mony in regard to the child's birt4 
with the insanity plea later. The 
Court overruled the testimony, but 
granted permission to withdraw the 
witness for the timé being. 


Defense Alienist Called. 
Dr. H. S. Hulbert, the first de- 
fense alienist, then was called. He 
testified that Scott's mother “had 
been in ill health and his father 
was alcoholic.” Judge David leaped 
from his seat. / 
“Don't you object to that?” the 
Judge demanded of the prosecu- 
tion. The prosecution did and the 
Court sustained them. 
Dr. Hulbert said his examination 
convinced him the prisoner had hbe- 
come insane since he was sen- 
tenced to the gallows last Febru- 
ary. yn: 
Judge David took the alienist ta 
hand. “You say that this prisoner 
had delusions of conspiracy, of per-

The defenge brought out that 
Scott had been a “drug addict,’’ but 
the Court halted an effort to es- 
tablish the habit as a factor con- 
tributory to insanity.

LETTERS IN CISTERN 
MYSTERY MADE PUBLIC 


Seme Found With Body of For- 
mer School Teacher Refer

MATTOON, Il., Aug. 4.— 
Whether Miss Anna Stollman, 48 
years old, former Cincinnati school 
principal and cultured student, 
took her own life by poison or was 
murdered is as much of a mystery 
as it was last.Saturday when her 
body was found in a cistern on the 
farm of her Sister, Mrs. Thomas 
Seaman, near here 


Three days of investigation have 
thrown no light on the motive for 
the death. Finding and! decipher- 
ing of notes found with the body 
served only to ¢gomplicate the tan- 
gle. 

Mrs Seaman, who, with her hus- 
band. took the body to Cincinnati 
for burial yesterday, is confident 
her sister committed suicide. She 
had been acting queerly for some 
time. although it was not suspected 
that her mind had become so seri- 
ously affected. said Mrs. Seaman. 

Mrs. Seaman, in Cincinnati, gave 
it as her opinion that threatening 
letters were written by Miss Stall- 
man herself. Mrs. Seaman charac- 
terized as absurd a statement that 
Miss Stallman had. been attacked 
last Thursday by a man in overalls. 

Contents of Some of Letters, 

Important to the murder theory 
are some 30-o0dd scrawled and 
printed letters, some of them at- 
tacking Miss Stollman in some way, 
which were sent to her sister and 
to Boss Lilly, a tenant: farmer, liv- 
ing on Mrs. Seaman's farm, a mile 
and a half away. 

Some of these notes, made pub- 
lic by F. S. Schilling, Coles County 
Coroner. were partly undecipher- 
able. One of them sald: “You 
are as common as dirt and a regu- 
lar snob: your horse ts a nulsance 
and keep him where he belongs.” 

“Another read: “We felt sorry 
when we saw you cry and felt we 
made a mistake fo make a goat of 
vou. We are on our way to Chi- 
cago and want to say three times 
some one has followed your buggy 
out of the corn field.” 

One note. believed to refer to 
written demands for money, said: 
“Look under your front door for 
the check. So sorry we made a goat 
of you. When R. saw you erying 
he was sorry, too. You happened 
to he the goat. The day Boss 
thrashed so we pieked you again. 
We are even with Boss Lilly now, 
but think we got at it wrong. We 
thought we would get some money. 
Sorry we scared you so much. We 
expected jit, but now we are on Our 
way to Chicago. Sour men and 
two women, sorry we made a simp 
out of vou. Since no reward has 
heen offered the first time or this 
{ime by any of you rich people.” 

Reference to three men and two 
women was made in another note, 
scrawled on a Humboldt Bank 
check, which was 
Fred.

Two of Craft With Expedition Assembled —

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Two of 
the navy planes with the MacMil- 
lan Arctic expedition have been 
assembled at Etah, Greenland, and 
a successful flight. with ene of 
them was made for 30 mines last 
night. 

The take-off was made from the 
water, and it is assumed it will not 
be necessary to build a runway. 

Lieutenant-Commander Byrd, 
commanding the navy section, in a 
dispatch filed last night toa the 
Navy Department, said: ; 

“Naval unit started work early 
with first sunlight since arriving 
here. All mechanics sent to wor 
on NA-2, which was erected at 2 
p. m. All hands were brought to 
work on NA-3, which was erected 
by 9 p. m. and hauled out and tied 
up to buoy 100 feet from beach. 
NA-2 took off for test hop at 9 p. 
m. and had breakdown. Hop (Sic) 
at 9 p. m. and remained in air 30 
minutes, and at 9:35 p. m. Is 
moored to buoy near NA-3. Lieu- 
tenant Schur, pilot, Rocheville 
(aviator machinist’s mate), a me- 
chanic and Commander MacMillan 
passenger. Flight was successful.” 

(Some details of the message ap- 
parently were garbled in-transmis- 
sion.)

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.— Chicago 
conversed with the Arctic Circle by 
radio early today, when newspaper 
men here asked and received an- 
swers to five questions put to the 
MacMillan Arctic expedition 
through the Zenith Radio Corpora- 
tion on a wave length of 40 me- 
ters. 

Twenty minutes elapsed between 
the propounding of the first queg- 
tion and its answer. At 12:20 a. 
m., Eastern standard time, the 
newspaper men from 9XN, the 
Zenith station, 40 miles from Chi- 
cago, asked: 

“Have you reserved seats for use 
when Washington wine the world’s 
series?" 

“Afraid not be back in time to 
help Washington, root for Griffith. 
My compliments from this fairy- 
land of ice and snow tq@those at 
home. McDonald,” was Lo answer 
from WAP, the broadcasting sta- 
tion of the expedition at Etah 
Greenland, about 12 degrees @rom 
the North Pole. 

Operating on a low wave length 
of 40 meters, and 1000 watts, \the 
Arlington Heights station of the 
Zenith Radio Corporation, called 
its president, E. F. MeDonald Jr., 
vice commander of the MacMillan 
expedition. The international code 
was immediately acknowledged 
with “‘okeh, MacDonald.’ All the 


broadcasting of messages was 
telegraphic code. 
Weather Interrupted Broadcasting. 

The original plan for the test 
was to complete a telephonic con- 
versation with members of the ex- 
pedition, but soon after communi- 
cation was established. McDonald 
told of a heavy snowstorm which 
was accompanied by a gale suffi- 
clent to cause heavy drifts. The 
antenna of his set was weighted 
and clogged, thus establishing a 
weather hazard which he hopes to 
overcome Wednesday night. 

Other questions were submitted 
but answers were delayed by the 
broadcasting schedule being ob- 
served by the Zenith Corporation. 
The answers to these questions, 
Lieutenant-Commander McDdnald 
said, would be dispatched some 
time today and tonight. They are 
varied and some meaningless, sent 
with a view of puzzling and enter- 
taining those aboard the 8. 8. 
Peary. |

lands, 

Stream of Pitiful Victims. 

Svilengrad, a little frontier ralfl- 
road station on the Maritza river 
is the gateway through which theae 
/emigrants pass from Greece to Rul- 
“arta. The human stream has been 
flowing for more than a year, some 
days a few hundxed, other days 
| neveral thousand. The emigrants 
| bring only what they can carry—a 
| few household possessions, a blank - 
et.or a straw mat to sleep on an1 
'clothihe in rags. They have heen 
despoiled of their habitations, their 
livestock, their carts and tools, their 
fields and crops. Their village com- 
munities have been broken up and 
many a family leaves members 
who have died from hardships or 
been imprisoned. , 


Until they became helples victims 
of the treaties which the great 
Powers dictated, they were peace- 
ful, prosperous, God-fearing peas- 
ants. Now the men are distraught 
and hopeless, children are sick or 
dying from lack of food and tha 
women are prematurely aged and 
broken. In jolting freight cars, 
under trees along the road or under 
tents, mothers give birth to chil- 
dren that they cannot nurse. Star- 
vation and terror have dried their 
breasts. 

Rarely in the stress and devast.- 
tion of war is séen sugh misery as 
passes \prough Svilengrad = overy 
day, im the dust or mud of sum- 
mer ‘and the snow ond frost of 
winter. When the Greeks were 
deported from Asia Minor, a sym- 
pathetic world responded to the 
appeals for assistance. Christlin- 
ity was appalled. 

Religious Difference the Cause. 

The emigration of today is net 
forced by war's campaigns. It ts 
a heartless campaign of peace. It 
goes on in the name of Christian- 
itv—religion being largely-a po- 
litical division in this part of the 
world. Though victims and perre- 
cutors are of the same orthodex 
Catholic church, there is a rivalry 
of patriarchs. It 1s a campaign of 
spoliation. The victims are weak 
and Greece wants their lands and ts 
strong enough to take them. The 
emigration is not only under the 
auspices of the League of Nations 
but, according to the league's re+ 
ports, is speeded up by that oryan- 
ization. °*
